dleneſs to oppoſe them, and the ex» 
preſneſs of our Church doctrine a- 
gainſt them, making it rather an at 
of Authority then of raſhnels utterly 
to deface them. How expreſs and

poſitive the doctrine of our Church 
1s againlt them, our Engliſh Homily 
entitled Againſt the perill of idola- 
try, abundantly declareth , and tha 
ſufficiently in any of theſe enſuing 
parcels thereof : As firſt in thele

To conclude, It appeareth evident- 
ly by all Stories, & Writing , and tx- 
perience , that neither preaching, nc1- 


ther writing , nor the conſent of 


the Learned, nor the Anthority of the 
Gealy , nor the Decrees of Conncils, 
wor the Laws of Princes, nor extream 
preniſhment of the offenders in that be- 
half, nor any other remedy or meanes 
can help againſt Taclatry if Images be 
ſuffered pablikely : Libro Hom./Fom

Secondly, lelt we ſhould thinke 
that it excepted on]y againſt Heathe 
en-Imapes, it addeth further,in thee 
WOrGs :

And finally , leſt we ſhonld think 
that it did except only againit the [- 
mages of ordinary and inter.our per- 
ſons, and not againlt the Imapes of 
Canonized Saints and perſons of 
ſpecial reckoning, it hath a proviſo 
to that purpoſe in theſe words : 

T he Images of Goa, our Saviogr, 
the Virgin, the Apoſtles, Martyrs, &

thers the m:ft Hangerous, aud therfore 
of all other , greateſt care ought 12 be 
had that none of them be [affered to 
ſtand publikgty in Templerand Chur- 
hes, pag.

'On'the other ſide, what a prone- 
neſs theres in the Times to advance 
them, this alone may be argumenc 
ſufficient, in that, notwithffanding 
the ſo peremprory*determinarion of 
our Church againſt chem; 'they' be 
nevertheleſs fti)l retained, and alſo, 
for one pretence or other more and 
A 3 more 
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more multiplyed and advanced. - In 
this therefore ſo palpable a Schiſme 
detwixt doctrine & praftice, my du: 
ty binding me, and my judgement 
ſerving me to ſide with the doctrine, 
my delire isto exerciſe my pen as 
my Title imported, and my purpoſe 
is to confine my pains unto the ma- 
king anſwer unto only two of thoſe 
allegations, which ufe co be made in 
the behalf of choſe Church: images, 
and chey ſhall be theſe. 

1 ThatImages do greatly adorn 
and beautifie Churches, 

2 That they furniſh the dead with 
Tombs and Monuments. _ 

For though it alſo uſe to be plead- 
ed in their behalf, that they are ſpe- 
cial good to give inſtrution, and al- 
ſo toward the quickning of deyoti- 
on: yet becauſe we have already(to- 
ward the vindication of the ſecond 
Gommande ment ) made particular 
anſwers unto thoſe allepations ; we 
will wholly for this time confine our 


ſelves unto thoſe two premiſed.

1 Tothe firſt of them, then, which. 

pleadeth how greatly they adorn 
and beautifg. Churches, we anſwer ; 

Firſt, chat in the prophecy of E- 
ſay theLord faith thus, # Te fall de® 
file the own of thy graven Images 
of filver,and the ornameut of thy mot- 
ten Images of gold , thou foalt caſt 
them away as a menſtruom cloth,thou 
ſhalt ſay unto them get thee hence : 
And in the prophecy of Ezechiel we 
read thus; Þ As for the beanty of his 
6rnament, he ſet ut in majeſty:but they 
have mad: the Images of their abomi® 
nations, and of their deteſtable things 
therein, 

2ly, It is a neceſſary condition in 
an ornament thar it be withonc ſcan- 
dal ; but Images in Churches are not 
without ſcanda}:cherefore Images in 
Churches are no ornament, Touch- 
ing the ground of this our argumer, 
namely that ornaments muſt not be 
ſcandalous , it is no more then the 
general} rule of Juſtice doth require. 
a Eſay 30. 22. b Ezek. 7. 10, 
A 4 For 
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For litc mnſt always be preferred be- 
fore beauty, as < life 1s m:re worth 
then meat, & the boay then raymoxt : 
whereupon it fairly follows,thar the 
things which indiger !ife, eſpecially 
the ſpiritual life, muft rather be for- 
born , then the thinps which ſerve 
only for beauty and ornament, pro. 
cured therewith: yea, the Apoitie e- 
ſteems ita d wax: of « harity, if a man 
had not ſometime ratier parc with 
his food then be tlie cauſe of another 
mans (in. Now that Images are {ca 
dalous things in Churches , it 1s ma- 
ny wavs apparent. For (firlt) there 
being an unreaſonable pronenels in 
the heart of man to fin by Images, 
even to the bowing, down unto:them 
and committing ſpiricuall fornicatis 
with them, It mult needs be that the 
ſetting up ſuch kind of ſights in thoſe 
Kinde of places where perſons that 
are ſpiritually incontinet are allow- 
ed (yea and bound) to repair , will 
prove a palpable incenſement and 
c Matth, 6. d Rem:14-15. 

| | provo- 
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provocation thereunto ;. eſpecially 
when as ſuch kind of pollutionis apt 
to be committed through the meere 
aſpect of the outward Eye, ahd that 
without the privity or knowledge of 
the neerelt ſtander by. Surely it in- 
continent perſons ſhould be invited 
unto ſuch kind of houſes as had eve- 
ry corner ſtuffed with baggages for 
{uch purpoſes, and ſuch alto as were 
not able to ſay them nay (for ſuch 
kinde of things we are ſure are Ima- 
ges) were it rot a moſt ready way to 
provoke ſuch kind of iniquity ? 2. 
Weread in the Prophet Ezech. that 
when © the people of Iſrael did ſee the 
Images of the Caldeais pourtrayd upon 
the C ity walls, giraed with girdles a> 
bout their loyns, exceeding in ayed at- 
tire like Princes, &c. they entred tnto 
the bed of love with them. And there- 
fore when our people ſhall ſee the 
Images, not-of Intidels and protane 
perions, but of moſt holy Saints , mn 
Ike manner pourtrayed, & that not

upon comon wals,but upon the wals 
and moſt eminent places of holy 
Temples, isit not to be feared, thar 
ſpirittial dotage wilenſue thereupon 
even tothe entring into the Bed of 
love with them ? For admit that the 
dotage of choſe ſ/ratlites which the 
Proptiet reports of, was not ufo the 
Images, but upon the perſons which 
thoſe Images did repreſent: yet when 
ſuch perſons were once dead, or fo 
far diftant as that their lovers could 
not enjoy them, will not the dorage 
in the end rather double it felt upon | 
the Image, then any way exptre and | 
abate ? 3. To atcribute unto Images 
the name and title of Church orna- 
ments, is aready way io confer holt 
nels upon them : For ifthe Temple | 
be holy, ſhall not the ornameats of 
the Temple chalenge holineſs?Scan- | 
dalous therefore it mult needs be, if 
nor plainly idolatrous, to give ſo 
much as the terme of Church-orna- * 
ments unto Images. . 4. To ſet up 
Images in our Engliſhchurches mult | 
needs (| 
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needs be ſcandalous in a ſpecial man- 
ner, namely, for that the authorized 
DoQtrine of our Church is moſt pal- 
pably contemned by the means. For 
the Book of Homilies , wherein 
Church Images are fo peremptorily 
determined againſt , nor only-is at 
this day in full force , but alſo about 
fourſcore years ſince was compiled, 
and ever fince hath beene, both by 
Convocations confirmed, by Parlia- 
ments eſtabliſhed , and by Viſitours 
trom time torime inforced, & final- 
ly by a @pream Edit (nor 20 years 
fince ) preſcribed as a patterne and 
Boundary for all Preachers and Mt- 
niſters; And are not they then cul- 
pable of capitall ſcandall which will 
contrary thoſe Homilies within the 
bounds of that Government where 
they have been ſo long aathorized ? 
Or is there any thing more ſcar.da« 
lous ( not ro ts more peſtilent and 
1mpious ) then to contemn Authori- 
ty? 5. They are in another reſpe& 
moſt ſcandalous within the. bounds 
of.

of Exg. namely,for chat they afford 
a probable plea tor Recuſancy , For 
may not the Recuſat thus plead, Ic is 
impoſſible to avoid[dolatry in thoſe 
Churches where Images are ſuffer'd, 
by the judgment of your Homily : 
But in your Engliſh Churches, Ima «+ 
es are {uffered;thertore it is impol- 
{1ble to avoid Idolatry in your Eng- 
liſh churches, by the judgmet of your 
Homily: And have we not then good 
cauſe to refrain your Churches ? 6. 
The Lord expreſly cels us, that f hs 
houſe ſhall be called the boufe of pray- 
er ; But what more offeniive unto 
prayer then the pleaſures of the outs 
ward eye? Men therefore ſhutting 
C or ſhrining ) their eyes when they 
deſire to be fervent at that exerciſe, 
For the inviſible God ( unto whom 
only all Prayer is to be made) being 
no where to be ſpoken withal but in 
the cloſet of the heart; Itis neceflary 
that all the powers of the minde 
ſhould as much as poſſible may be, 
gather themſelves unto the door of 
' £ Eſay $6. 7. 

h cart 
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heart, toward the entertainment of 
that God which at no. other door 
means to enter. And therefore the 
things which allure the power of the 
mind to the.door of the outward eie 
C as itis the property of all-outward 
ornature to do) muſt needs make de» 
ſolation in the heart, and fo make us 
turn from him unto whom the prav- 
er is intended : and are not then ſuck 
kind of ſights moſt fcandalousin the 
houſes of prayer? Apain , not only 
our devotions are diſtempered by 
ſuch kind of ornaments, bur alſo our 
attention unto divine inſtructionz 

which thoſe houſes are always a4- 
plyed unto) mult needs be 1ncerrup. 
red. and confounded by the means ; 
divers inſtruters at once,. (though 
they be found and go9d ) no doubt 
confounding one another ;' and ſo 
becoming molt' ſcandalous at leaſt. 
We conclude therefore, that'fince I- 
mapes are fuchfcandalous fights in 
Churches, they muſt not for meere 
ornaments ſake be ſetupin Church- 
es: All ornature { though otherwiſe 
neyer 
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never ſo lawful, being bound to give 
place to. ſcandal, wherewith nothing 
but neceflity ( againſt which there 1s 
no rerhedy ) is able to diſpenſe. In- 
deed if.chere were any kinde of ne- 
ceſlity for the ſetting up Images in 
Churcbes,we grant that fcandalouſ- 
neſle were no lufficient exception a- 
gainſt.them : But who ever pleaded 
any kind of neceſlity for any kind of 
Images in Churches ? For we may 
both ſing and ſay, hear, preach, and 
pray ( which are all che Church du- 
ties of neceſſity requirable) not only 
without the help of Images, but alſo 
without the helpe of our very eyes, 
and though we were ſtark blind. Se- 
condly, admitthere were a neceſlity 
of outward ornature ina Temple, 
yet there 1s no neceſlity of Images 
for ſuch a purpoſe : witneſle that ſo 
beautiful Temple of Solomwen, which 
bad notan Image to be —_— 
in thoſe Typical times) in that part 
of the Temple where the Congrega» 

yon. aſſembled, Witneſle allo our 

; Book 
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Book of Homilies , which though it 
admic of no Images in Churches, yer 
hath it a ſpeciall Homily inticuled 8 
for the comely adorning of Char.ves, 
We conclude therefore,lince Images 
are ſuch ſcandalous ſights in Chure 
ches, and no kind of neceflicy does 
inforce rhe ſetting up of any kind of 
Images in Churches ; therefore 
they muſt not be ſer up in Churches 
for meer ornament ſake ; all orna- 
ture though never ſo lawfull being a 
matter of redundance , and not of 
neceſlity , things being apt to be 
ſonnd and ſubſtantial, chough beau- 
tuful chey be nor. 

3. Athird Argument againlt the 
allegation ſhall be this, All ornature 
isa Kind of beauty ; and all beauty is 
h Flos forme reſultantis in materia, 
that is , ſuch # kznd of flouriſh as does 
reſult out of the fulneſs and 'y ata 
boundaxce of inward vigonr : It being 
otherwiſe notrue beauty indeed, bur 
only a kind of Jay like, furtive, and

| uſurped 
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uſurped weed, or like the ruddy tin- 
ure of a face which proceeds not 
from the life and ſpirit of the face, 
but only from ſome outward falſth- 
cation and infeRion upon the face. 
If therefore theſe Images be any 
true ornamentunto Temples, they 
muſt proceed from the peculiar na- 
ture and property of a Temple. But 
dothey ſo? Can they grow out of 
no ſtones, bur the ſtones of Tem- 
ples? Can they hang upon no walles 
but the walles of Temples ? Yea, 
what walles ſo common, rotten, or 
prophane, but Images can be contet 
to be playſtered upon them, hang'd 
and drawn round about them ? they 
being indeed the very Sperme and 
ſpawn of places moſt contrary 
unto Temples, namely,the Temples 
of Idolaters ; Ynpram(as as Father 
faith) quanto ſunt ornatiora T empla, 
O- prlchriora. fimnulachra, tanto plus 
_ habere crednntar': that is, 
Wrafe T emples t he more adorued they

better to pleaſe. and intice her ſpaliſh 
lovers, &c. 

4." Fourthly , it is a neceſſary 
condition unto an ornament, that 
it be delightful unto:the eys of thoſe 
for whom it is intended. For all or.

nature and beauty is a kind-of ex- 
cellency; and excellency does ſup- 
poſe and require a degree of good- 
neſs more then meer neceſſity does 
inforce. Now there being three 
degrees of goodneſs, namely, law- 
fulneſs, profitableneſs, and delight: 
ſomnelſs , and the two firſt being of 
neceſlity required in every thing 
that is admitted into a Temple, It 
follows that nothing can. be eſteem- 
ed for an Ornament in.a Temple, 
unleſs it hath that third degree of 
g00dneſs, namely, delightiomneſs, | 
And that the two firſt of theſe de- 
grees, namely, lawfulneſs and profi- 
tableneſs are of neceſlity required in 
every thing that is endured' in a 
Temple, itiseafie'to declare. For 
firſc, unleſs a thing be lawful, it is not 
in any place to be indured, whether 
in a Temple or without the Temple; 
Inhoueſtum & impoſſibile being e- 
ſteemed all one, in morall eſtates. # 
And then in the ſecond place, unleſs | 
it be alſo profitable , It mult not be 
allowi 
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allowed in a Temple, even by iha{ 
Rule of Scripture which appointech 
that » All things in Churches be done 
ro edifying: though our Homily doth 
not attribute unto Images 1n 
Churches, ſo much as profitableneſs 
whenic ſaith , (0) Such decking of 
Temples hath nothing profited the 
wiſe , but greatly hart tbe ſimple and 
wnviſe. And therefore the things 
which have not attained unto that 
third degree of goodnels , namely, 
delightiomneſs, cannot be reputed 
amongſt ornaments within the com- 
paſs of Churches. It- is true indeed, 
andeaſily granted, that Images in 
time & place are delightfull enough, 
the Scripture alſo acknowledging ſo 
much when it upbraideth che peo- 
ple by their pleaſing piftares , they 
being pleaſing ſights in the eyes of 
fleſh and blood, even when the 
beholder does not know what they 
mean ;

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ſaich the Poet: But the things which 
are delighrful at one time are not 
of neceſiity delightful at all times ; 
and in all places, For ſuch we know 
1sthe force of time, place, perſons, 
and other circumftances, as that the 
things which at one time are-never 
ſo Genganall , may at another rime 
be molt hateful by cheir means. Yea, 
things that are never (o lawful,may 
by the power of circumſtance be 
found unlawfall and intollerabte; 
Surely to hire a farm , prove oxen, 
marry wives, Fc. are no doubt'in 
themſelves lawful enough , Bat whe 
the Redeemers marriage cannot be 
celebrated unleſs thoſe kind of bu- 
ſineſſesbe omitted , then do they be- 
come eulpable of impiety and high 
contempt.Likewiſe to recetve mony, 
Vineyards, Olive Trees,&c.are ati, 
ons in themſelves lawtull enough, 
Bat when the minding ſuch -matrers 
might havehazarded the converſion 
of that Syrian Prince, was it then 4 
time for Gehexz# to receive mony, 
Vineyards,

therefore that .it be -granted .that 
Images iare delightfull fights: in 
Churches, it muſt firſt be reſolved 
whether the circumſitaces do concur

making- a thing. delightful or net : 
And amongſt thofe Circumſtances 
one of them is this ; Seaſonableneſs 
and Sutablenefs.For though neceſſi- 
ty doesnot {tanduponit, whether a 
thing be in Seaſon or our of Seaſon ; 
yet pleaſure and Celight are of thar 


. tickleneſfle and delicacy. as that un- 


leſs the Seaſon concurs # will not 
take : q A tale ont of Seaſon being 
like wuſick in mourning ;, and Candi 
au in Nauta turp colir., a fair face 
though 1n it ſelf fo pleaſing fight, 
yet ina fayler, or in a-perſon,whoſe 
profeſſion it is to wraſtie with the 
weather, it is thought an ill-favourt 
ed{ighr, and no better then.a Ring 
of Goldin a Swines ſnowt: As on 
the contrary, Duſty faces in Souldi-

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ers ( r nou indecoro pulvere ſordidy; ) 
when they retura from the chaſe of 
- their enemies, are fights not uncome- 
ly. Saythen, are ſuch ſeaſonable 
ſights in Churches? or are they ſo 
ſurable unto ſuch kinde of places? 
Things which are ſo diſcrepant from 
the nature of God , and ſo apt to 
provoke the jealouſie of God as we 
have formerly noted,are ſuch things 
ſo ſeaſonable ſights in the Houles of 
God?Things which do ſo diſtemper 
& confound prayer, are fuch things 
ſo ſeaſonable in the Houſes of pray- 
er? Surely when a man after a weary 
journey hath taken up his lodging, 
and is fallen1nto ſweet ſleep; If ſome 
ot his neighbours ſhould come and 

awake him , only to bid him good 

morrow,were that a ſeaſ6able good 

morrow ? Or while a man is waiting 

to put up a petition unto his Prince, 
if ſome of his companions ſhould 
come and call him to a May-garme, 
were that a ſeaſonable motion ? Eve 
ſo likewiſe when all the powers 0l

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the mind lie couching at the doore 
of the heart; whereby to'attain ſome 


glance. of the inviſible God , Shall 


thoſe be ſeaſonable fights which do 


allure thoſe powers and ſpirits an 0- 
ther way even tothe doore of the 
outward; Eye ? 

But we expect it will be objected, 
that howſoever unto ſome kind of 
diſpoſitions, ſuch kind of _ will 
not be acceptable, nor worthy to be 
reckoned among Church ornamets, 
yet becauſe our vulpar,& little : 
do not ſtand upon ſuch nice re- 
ſpeRs, as Seaſonablenefſe and Suta- 
bleneſſe, but are apt.to. be taken 
with theirdelights whereſoever they 
find them ; Therefore toward the 
better alluring ſuch little ones unto 
Gods Houſes, it may {tid with good 
diſcretion and policy to: ſet . forth 
thoſe Houſes with . ſuch kind of 
fights, and conſequently to eſteem 
thoſe kind of fights amongſt Tem- 
ple Ornaments : whereunto we 
anſwer, that ſuch kind of perſons as 


are 
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are not ableto diſcera betwixt the 
Houſes of Prayer and'the Houſes!of 
Pleaſure, are too htcle to be reckon- 
ed amongſt Gods little ones ; the 
lock andnot the key being ordained 
for ſuch manner of pertons :' For if 
the Gueſt was worttilv/theuſt out of 
theWedding Feaſt, which refuſed to 
put on the Wedding-Garment;How 
much more-worthy ſhall-they be,ro 
be chruſt out cf the Spiritual Feaſt,

Ir is true indeed the 
reſpeds and rights-which confaſt in 
Dedication, Conſecration,; SanRifi-

2, The other Allegation inthe behalf 
of theſe Church-Images which we {pe- 
cifed in the beginning is this, that they 
furniſhche dead with Tombs & Monu- 
ments : whereunto we anſwer, I hat the 
things which are eſpecially ſcandalous 
mult not be ſufiered in Churches, but 
only in caſe of neceſſity, as we bave al- 
ready declared. Now that ſuch kind of 
Monuments are ſcandalous fghts in 
Churches,it cannot be denied; It being 
ealie to obſerve chrough the Courſe of 
the times that the ;ordinary original of 
Idols hath been from Sepulchres, and 
ſuch kind of Monuments.And the Scrip- 
ture gives us a fair warrant ſo to think, 
when the Lord ſayes,that,He will c caſ# 
their carcaſſes upon the carcaſſes of thiir 
Taols;for other carcaſſes then ſuch dead 
Cc Levit.26. 30,

bodies as were interred under their [+ 
dols,their Idols could not have : And it 
was the uſual courſe among theAncient 
Heathens firſt co ere Altars over their 
dead, anl1 then to bu:1d Temples over

thole Altars, andthen finally, ro make 


their dead thc G ds of thoſe Temples. 
Moreover, the reaſon why the Lord 
would not have the d burying place of 
Moſes to be known,, is agreed upon by 
all Divines to be for the preventing of 
Idolatry. And therefore if the meer bu- 
rying place of a Saint, and that in the 
Wildernels, be fo apt.to beget an Idoll, 
how much more will it be fitted for 


| ſucha purpoſe when it ſhall be ina 


Temple, and withall ſhall have the I- 
mage of the SaintereRed upon it, and 
thac ſo gloriouſly and ſamptuouſly as 
thatif men hada deſire to make a god 
of it, the y could not do more. Thirdly, 
there being a ſpeciall proneneſs in the 


hearts of men to magnikie their Fore-fa- 


thers (e mortnos mirataer vanitas vulgs 
magis q uam vivos ) and to eſteem molt

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highly of thoſe web livedin the former 
times ; partly out of an envy againſt the 
preſent times (f Virtutem incolumens 0- 
dimns, ſublatam ex oculis querimus 
Invids) and partly becauſe the imperte- 
Qtions of the preſent times are more in 
fght : how can it be otherwiſe like, 
but that the Images of thoſe ſo admired 
Antients, will draw admiration and for- 
bidden refpeRts ? Eſpecially after once 
the moſs of Antiquity is grown upon 
them ; Antiquity .(as a 9 Father ſaith) 
being of {orce to make even errours ac! 
ceptable , and whereinto (as Þ another 
faith )mea thiok ita point of impiety to 
enquire: And can we then make queſt- 
on bur that ſuch kind of Monuments 
muſe needs be ſcandalous fights in 
Churches?Now inthe ſecond place,thar 
there 15 no neceſſity of ſuch Kind of 
Monuments in tholc kind of places (ne- 
ceſſity only being of force to dilpence 
with ſcandals) 1t will ealily be granted. 
For firſt, the only intent & uſe of thoſe 
Monuments is to do an honor unto the 
f Flacc, g Hieren. in prol. ſuper Job. h Lac. 3.7; 
C 3 dead ; 
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dead ; whereas Honour, though it be 
never ſo ſound and good,is not a matter 
of neceſlity;the Scripture telling us that 
the multitude of thoſe which ſhall be 
admitted into the ate of bliſs ſhall be 
ſuch,as i no man can nymber,Andthere- * 
fore ifnot ſo much as their perſss can be 
known,much leſs their Names & Fames 
be ſo great apo earth as to have diſtin 
Monuments erected upon therh, Second: 
ly,ſuch kind of Monuments may be ere- 
Qed in other places as well as Temples, 
& that more obviouſly & coſpicuouſly; 
Sepulchres & Gravcs (weare ſure) ha* 
ving been extant before any Temples 
were known. Thirdly, there are other 
courſes more apt to continue the re- 
membrance of rhe dead,then thoſe kir.d 
of Monuments , namely,Inſcriptions & 
Epitaphs : For by ſuch kind of expreſli- 
ons,the trueſt,and noble[t, and molt in- 
ward parts of the dead are apt to be far 
more lively and properly tet forth , the 
tooles of Carvers andPenſils of Painters 
being able to deſcribe only their out- 
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ſides, and ſo much of them as Fooles & 

unworthy perſons (yea Stones or lumps 
of clay)may excel or reſemble them in: 
whereas the pens of the Muſes are able 
to flouriſh out tt eir moſt hidden excel- 
lencies, and imprint their vertues with 
ſuch durable Charatters as ſhall make 
them able a 1000. years after to ſay, as 
the Poet did traly divine of himſelf 
when he ſaid,

And as another of this kind could ſay :

witnels thar m Grecian Prince, which

their dead, becauſe they rhoyght no man 
worthy to be remembred an 7 longer, then 
auring the remembrance of his vertues : 
which ſo ſound and impartial judgemet 
of theirs, the providence of God (who 
loves allwayes to requite ſound judge- 
ment whereſoever he findit)did requite 
with another vertue like unto it ; For 
ſo the ſame Author does further report 
of that Nation, that they were never 
known to tell a lie; His x: fas eſt (ſaith 
he) Fa'j quicquam pro vero flicere ;, ne* 
gut Indorum quiſquam jinquam, in ur 
aicium, quod mentitus ef[tt, vicatus tt 
1lat fo, fuch as fcorned thoſe kind of 
praii”; which could not be had but by

A Book of remembrance was written be- 
fore him, for them that feared the Lora, 
and that thmght npon his name. Finally 
it is the great decree of God that the 
Bodies of his ſervants (thongh they be 
never ſo holy and worthy) ſhould be 
lownin corruption, though they ſhall 
riſe in incorruption, and ſown in dif- 
honor,though they ſhall riſe in honor : 
And therefo1e to ſet forth thoſe Bodies

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ruption aud diſſolution in the grave, i 
little leis then a kind of reſiſtance unto 
mortality, and reluQation againſt that 
creat decree,as alſo a kindof falſificatis 
unto the eſtate of the dead, beſides that 
provocation unto the Divine jealouſie 
and ſtumbling unto poſterity,which ge- 
neral experience hath found to toll 
thereupon.

divers and diſtant,andeven contrary quarters, 
though we ſhould make as many ſeveral com- 

ings, and returns, and Books as we meer with 
ſeveral ebjeQions, it might be without any 
interruption unto our matter, and all one to 
the Reader, and in ſome reſpeR alſo the better 
for Writer and Reader. For theleſs is written 
at once the more eaſily ir is read, and the more 
thorowly pernſcd : whereas if much be writ- 
ren at once, the Readers leiſure (perhaps alſo 
a Deskand a Chair ) muſt be expected. Bur for 
my part I plainly profeſs it, that it is no ſuch 
politick confidergrion which moves me to 
write ſo little at once; bur plain & right down 
neceſſity 3 my reach and reading not ſerving 
me ro write much,and my fidelicy to the Truth 
not (uffering me to hold my peace. And though 
like enovgh I way hap to gain bur the brand of 
a bawlirg Cur by the means, yerthe barking 
ſhawlr which is able ro diſcover a thief, and 
yer not able to worry a ſheep,may be as fit for 
the ſhepherds purpoſe as the beft; Allo the 
little fingers are uſefull unto the body as well
